When seen from Waka- 
matsu, or from any point on its south or west 
side, it stands up as a conspicnous peak. No- 
where, however, does its shape show any cur- 
* wature or outline by which its volcanic origin 
could be inferred. This would scem to indi- 
cate that since the time when this mountain 
was tn a state of activity a considerable period 
had elepsed, during which degrading forces 
have been actively at work.

The 
summit (5,850 feet above sea level) is a sharp 
peak terminating on one side in a sheer pre- 
cipitous descent.” 

On the morning of the 16th of the present 
month we heard vague reports of a terrible 
disaster of some kind at Bandaisan by which 
anany people were killed, but it was not until 
several days that we could form anything like 
a correct opinion of the exact nature of the 
catastrophe, on account of the disconnected 
and uncertain character of the reports which 
came to the newspapers from the district, 
Owing tothe absence of an associated press 
dispatch system in this country, which necessi- 
tates that each paper rely on its own ingenuity 
and resources for the collection of information, 
which is, unfortunately, too often dependent 
on telegrains to private individuals. The ex- 
citement attendant upoa the event doubtless 
also had a great deal to do with the vagueness 
of the information which we received for a few 
days afier the event. Ina short while, how- 
ever, it transpired that it was an eruption of 
Bandaisan, accompanied by earthquakes 
which had caused the loss of so many lives 
and the devastation of so many homes and so 
large a tract of country. 

With a des‘re to see for myself the exact 

- pature of the damage done by voicanic eruption, 
though feeiing, l admit, no little rertaacion 
concerning the pgssibility of a secondary 
outbreak, I proceeded a few days after the 
event to the iocality where the eruption oc- 
curred, which is, as the crow flies, not over 
sixty or seventy miles from here, but which 
requires a distance of 122 miles to be traveled 
to reach it. . 

After one of the hardest little trips I ever 


took, having covered the 244 miles by jinrick- 


sha (inan-drawn Carriage), cart, hack, railway

An old, lame and almost blind woman, who 
could not run, said that when the noise was 
heard, her niece put her baby in the bosom of 
her dress to protect it and ran from the house.

The native papers are telling a story, which 
is reproduced from a paper published near the 
mountain. Itisthis: For several days before 
the disaster the monkeys near the hot springs 
ran up and down the mountain, howling, and 
shrieking and screaming, which attracted gen- 
eral attention, and it was believed that they had 
lost their chief. Some few, however, believed 
it to be an ill-omen, and departed. They are 
the only ones left now to tell the story. 

‘The darkness which oceurred at the time 
of the explosion extended for some ten or fif- 
teen miles, and very simall particles, like mist,

Their Productions Rank With 
the Best. 


THE SOUTH’S THREE JEWELS. 


Father Ryan, Sidney Lanier and 
Paul Hamilton Hayne. 


‘It is useless for one to say that the south is 
without her share of great poets,” said Major 
Charles W. Hubner the other day. 

“Every great country has its celebrated 
poets, and the south can boast of as great poets 
ag any country. The deaths of Sidney Lanier, 
Father Ryan and Paul Hamilton Hayne re 
moved the three crown jewels of fsouthern 
poetry, and I know of no one who could be- 
comingly and worthily wear their mantles. 
Their works have become standard works, and 
if it is true, as Dr. Samuel Johnson said, ‘that 
the glory of a people consists in its authors,’ 
the people of the south “have good reason for 
glorying in the works of these three illustrious 
sons,’’ 

These three names at once present them- 
selve in conversation, and every person should 
be well acquainted with their principal works, 
at least. 

Father Ryan is peculiarly ‘The Poet of the 
Lost Cause.” ; 

His ringing, martial lyrics will live among 
the best of lyrical poems, and his ‘Conquered 
Banner,’’ which represents the gioom as well 
as the glory of a great people, great even in 
their fall, will live aslong as the history of 
that heroic struggle shall shine on the splendid 
pages of history. 

In his writings there is much of vigor, un- 
studied grace and strength. 

They are full of faults, artistically consid- 
ered, but they are the faults of genius, and 
through all their erudeness shines the divine 
efflavus. 

Sidnev Lanier was the Chevalier Bayard of 
southern literary men, and a purer, nobler, 
more crystal-clear spirit never existed. He 
wrote his soul in his poetry. 

It isin the main of the very finest essence, 
and its vory fineness, delicacy, spirituality 
and unspeakable musicalness is one of the 
main reasons why Lanier’s poetry is not popn- 
lar in the common acceptance of the word. 
It requires a high talent for music 
and poetry to comprehend them. Morally and 
intellectually he abhorred everything base, 
sordid and common, and especially the mer- 
cantile spirit of the age, and the tendency of 
all of his poetry is to correct that common- 
placeness of the world, and to elevate the soul 
of men into high regions of thought and aspi- 
rations. He wrote for immortality and 
achieved his purpose. 

As to Hayne, Iam sure that his rank as 
the poet laureate of the south is incontestible. 
He is so recognized not only in the south, but 
in the highest literary circles of the north and 
of Europe. 

His genius was of the purest lyrical order, 
and his breadth and the ideality of his poems, 
the deep spirit of insight into human life and 
into the heart of nature, are not excelled by 
any English poet. He is par excellence the 
poet of nature, conversant with her in all her 
moods, transcending her secret language, in- 
terpreting her soul to the souls of men, and 
leading us ‘‘through nature up to nature’s 
God.”’ 

The marked feature of his poetrv is its lofty 
devotional spirit. It is transfused with ‘the 
light that never was on sea or land, imagina- 
tion and the poet’s dream.”’ 

One of his last poems, ‘‘Face to Face,’’ is 
one of the finest, tenderest and most beautiful 
in expression and conception in the English 
language. It was writtep by him with the 
shadows of eternity stealing over him. His 
life stood face to face with death, and Chris- 
tian poet that he was, he offers that life full 
of beautiful thoughts and noble deeds joyfully 
to his Master. It was the “‘Swan’s Song” of 
the dying poet. 

His versatility is remarkable, touching all 
the varied chords of a very broad and musical 
harp. 

Among his dramatic poems, I consider his 
“Cambyses and the Microbian Bow” as his 
best. His ‘Wife of Brittany’’ is his best nar- 
rative poem. 

Some of his “Children’s Poems’”’ are among 
the sweetest in the range of English literature. 

‘Nelly in Prison’’ is admirable. 

He was a great lover of children, a.love 
which was returned with compound interest 
by them, 

In one of his poems, delivered impromptu 
at the public reception tendered him by his 
friends and admirers on his first visit to At- 
lanta, given atthe Y. M. C. <A. hall several 
years ago, lhe says, speaking of children: 

It Christ’s pure favorites love me, all is well; 

Let Fame s prond trump its lordiier echoes cease: 

And graven only on my pastoral tomb 

Be these brief woids, traced in the sunrise bloom: 

His lays, snongh marred, yet bore. one heavenly 
spell, 

The chi'dren loved him—so he sleeps in peace, 

A finer epitaph than this could not be writ- 
ten. Liiope tosee in the new capitol busts of 


| the great men of our country, and among these 


the generation yet to come will be allowed to 
look upon the laurel-crowned busts of the 
south’s three greatest representative poets: 
Father Ryan, Sidney Lanier and Paul Hamil- 
ton Hiayne. 

Among the fomale poets of the south, Mrs. 
Margaret J. Preston holds the foremost rank, 
and I know of no female poet whose singing 
powers and scope of poetic genius is wider and 
finer, excepting Mrs, Browning, the queen of 
ail song. 

Mrs. reston is also a bright example of that 
peculiarly devotional and religious spirit, the 
pure Christianity which in a marked degree js 
found in the works of the best of our sonthern 
pocts. Lhere are other writers of genuine 
poetry in the south who are fast gaining dis- 
tinction, worthily upholding the literary glory 
of the south,2mong whom are Wiiiiam Hayne, 
the gifted son of Paul H. Hayne; Samuel 
Linternm Teck, of Alabama, and Mrs. Towns- 
end, of New Orleans, and cthers. 

The poetry ofthe south iskcening pace with 
the ailvancement generally of its literature. 

it hascometo a point where a true poet 
need not go out of his own country to receive 
the honor rightly duo him. Thereis a magiti- 
cent Leld in the south fer the developement of 
poctiec genuls in its majestic scenery which 
still needs the haud of a master to portray, 
Paul Eiayne being the only master we have 
had thus far in this direction, while the great 
problems of life and death, our joys and our 
sorrows, and ail the mysteries of life are the 
same everywhere, as poets have sung them for 
ages and will continue to sing them till time 
shall be no more. The poet of the south will 
lave in addition for his maicrial for his epics 
aud lyrics, the deeds and memorics of the re- 
cént warj and the mighty problems which have 
issued from that souree. 

Iam glad to see the rapid and constant in- 
crease in the taste of our people for poetic 
literature, Which augues well for the prosperity 
of futnre southern poets and for the stand 
which the south shall yet take in the highest 
and uoblest of all eiforts of the human intel- 
lect. 

‘‘In conclusion,” said Mr. Hubner, “let me 
suggest that the Young Men’s Library associa- 
tion of the capital city see to it that a set of 
the {complete works of the poet laureate of 
the south shall be found upon the shelves for 
the use of strangers and citizens who may wish 
to stady the works of this illustrious bard.

Charles Muller, the well known Brooklyn 
artist, who lately returned from a vacation

Thrilling Exprience Under the Surgeon's 
Kuife. 

New Yorx, Aucust 22.—A gentleman re- 
cently operated on at Professor Bull’s private 
hospital for the removal of the left eye, the 
socket and membranes of which had become 
the seat of cancer, tells the following interest- 
ing story of his experience under the knife: 

“The doctors agreed that I had cancer, and

“The operation was to be done three days 


after the consultation that sealed my fate. 
How L lived through those three days I can 
not tell. I wondered if[I would haye the cour- 

to face the ordeal cOefly. I had never be- 
fore thought myself a coward. I passed 
through twelve battles during the late war and 
never shrank from danger. But O! a surgical 
operation, with all its calm and detailed pre- 
paration—all its awful chances—is quite anoth- 
erthing. To get on a table, lie down and take 
ether, with the knowledge that you about to 
have the most delicate organ of your body 
carved out—that, indeed, calls for courage. 
Like the man about to be hanged, I felt anxi- 
ous to have it over—and was greatly afraid I 
should lose All my grit at the last moment and 
make a show of myself. Still, there was one 
comnfort—I should feel no pain; and my nerves 
felt much strengthened by the reflection, when 
I compared the surgical operation of the pres- 
ent day with thatof fifty years ago, when it 
would have taken six strong men to hold me 
while my eye was being literally gouged out 
and I was writhing in agony, conscious of it 


all. 

**At last the day of the operation arrived. I 
lay down on the operating table, and the sur- 
geon placed the ether cone over my mouth and 
nostrils. I took a long, deep inspiration of the 
ether. It wascold and tasted good, tingling 
Slightly as it entered my lungs, and causing a 
peculiarly delightful thrill to pass over me. 
After taking afew more breaths I[ began to 
fee] in a half visionary state. I thought I was 

$n a ball room filled with the gayest company, 
and was tripping the fantastic to some dreamy 
waltz with the fairest ot the fair. Then I could 
not resist singing. Noticing the doctor looking 
gravely at me, I came back at once to the situ- 
ation. 

“‘ ‘Doctor,’ I said, ‘this is delightful—splen- 
did!’ Just then something seemed to crack in- 
side my head. I could see the sparks of fire 
flying all about me. Every object in the room 
was inawhirl, The doctor and his attendants 
seemed to be engaged in a mad dance around 
me, such as the cannibals indulge in around 
their roasting missionary. Then I had most 
horrible dreams. I fancied that the doctor was 
a murderer, and that he had made his way into 
my room inthe night by means of an open 
window. Isaw the awful knife gleam in his 
hands and could feel the cold blade as it de- 
scended intomy stomach. Then I thought I 
was taken to a dissecting room and there 
carved up in the interest of science. Finally 
Iawake, and the surgeon, bending over me, 
cautioned me to remain motionless, and at 
the same time assured me that the operation 
had been successful.”’ 

The surgeon said ; ‘‘The operation was for can- 
cer of the eye-ball and socket, and necessarily 
avery delivate undertaking. The patient took 
ether remarkally well. As soon as he was un- 
conscious the orbit was removed. ‘The diseased 
plates of bone were then carefully sawed away 
andthe operation completed. It does not seem 
in telling of it how tedious it was. For three 
hours we worked constantly on the patient. 
Much bleeding took place, and the work was 
several times retarded by the need of giving 
more ether, as the patient evidently felt pain 
occasionally. Astothe dreams which he en- 

oyed while under ether, they are not unusual. 

tisa remarkable fact that physical memory 

. continues while the brain sleeps or is under an 
anwsthetic. The operation was unattended 
with a single unfavorable result, and the pa- 
tient awaits only the time when the wounds 
shall be perfectly healed to have a glass eye 
put into the socket.”’

DO THESE FIGURES LIE? 


Some Startling Statistics for the Bonefit of 
Total Abstainers. 
From the London Times. 

A report on the inquiry into the connection 
of disease with habits of intemperance, prepared by 
Dr. Isambard Owen, secretary of the investigation 
committee of the Rritish Medical association, gives 
some startling statistics for temperance people. 
Particulars have been obtained by the committee 
of 4,234 cases of diseased lives, aged 25 and upward, 
in which the habits of the person in regard to alco- 
hol were recordedin five classes—total abstainers, 
habitually temperate, careless drinkers, free drink- 
ers, and decidedly intemperate. The ages of death in 
each clasts show an everage as tollows: Total abs 
stainers."61.22 years; habitually temperate, 62.13; 
careless drinkers, 59.67: free drinkers, 57.59; deci- 
dedly intemperate, 52.03. This makes the lowest 
average duration of life that of the teetotaler and 
the highest that of the moderate drinker, his aver- 
age being nearly eleven years longer. 

The habitual drunkard averages about a year lon- 
ger than the total abstainer. Another table pre- 
pared by the committce, from which all deaths un- 
der 30 were excluded, showed the following dura- 

ns of life: To tal abstainers, 57.31; hebeiantiv tem- 

erate, 66.48; careless drinkers, 61.22; free drinkers, 
58.97; decidedly intemperate, 53.42. Omitting lives 
under forty years, the average age ot death wis: 
Total abstainers, 62.74 years; habitually temperate, 
67.71; careless drinkers, 64.45 free drinkers, 61.98; 
decidedly intemperate, 57.47.

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THE CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENT. 


Some Question About It Being Ratified. by 
the Voters of Georgia. 

“Do you know,” said a prominent citizen of 
Georgia, who has travelled around the state 
considerably lately, “that there is a growing 
opposition among the people of this state to 
the amendment to the constitution passed by 
the legislature, increasing the number of su- 
preme court judges, which has, under the law, 
been submitted to the voters for ratification or 
rejection at the approaching election ?”’ ' 

“No”, we replied. “We thought there was 
opposition by the republicans to it, but that 
does not amount to much iu Georgia.” 

‘Well there is. Itis true the republicans 
will vote against it, but there is serious opposi- 
tion to it, and many prominent men are talk- 
ing against it.” 

“Give us the names.” 

“That would be unfair, for most of them 
have talked of it in confidence, but say it is 
possible they will talk out about it in future, 
and then you can get what they have to say. 
But I will say this: I was at the meeting of 
the state alliance at Macon a few days ago, 
and while I will not tell you what was said and 
done, I am certain they will oppose it, and that 
the word will be passed around at the 
proper time to vote against it.’’ 

“What argument,” we asked, ‘‘was used 
against it.’’ 

“It is this,’ said our informant. ‘‘Thet 
while the increase of judges of the supreme 
court will increase the expenses to the state, it 
will only decrease the manual labor of the 
court. The whole bench would have to hear 
and determine the cases, and the manual labor 
could be decreased at much greater saving by 
employing stenography than by employing ad- 
ditional judges. In other words, it is making 


two more expensive offices to be filled, and the 


people think there is enough now.”’ 

It is also said that the present court is not 
without a dissenting voice on the subject. 

As it goes, we print what 1s said as news,and 
it will be well for the friends of the proposed 
law if they want it ratified to look out for it.

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WELCOME. 
Hamilton Jay in Detroit Free Press. - 

At New Smyrna, Fisa., there is an old house 
of which few know the history—a most tragic 
and mournful history, which was written and 
sealed in blood and crime. Only lately has it 
yielded up its secret. 

More than two hundred years ago a brutal 
murder was committed near the present city of 
Savannah, Ga. | 

A rich planter named Nettleton was found 
dead in bed, a dagger sticking in his chest and 
his throat cut from ear toear. He was an old 
man, some 70 years of age, haughty and dicta- 
torial in bearing and somewhat miserly by na- 
ture. He was supposed to have vast sums of 
money concealed about his house and this rep- 
utation was no doubt the immediate cause of 
his death. 

He had neither kith nor kin and lived in his 
large, gloomy house alone, save for the house- 
keeper and her husband—his valet—all negroes 
of advanced age. They occupied rooms in a 
remote wing of the building. Mr. Nettleton’s 
rooms were guarded by iron bars to the win- 
dows and ponderous locks to the doors. 

One night in June a terrific storm swept 
over the place. Thecrash of thunder was in- 
tense, sufficient to drown all other noises. In 
the morning the old negro valet went to awa- 
ken his master. He found the door broken in, 
the desk broken open and its contents scatter- 
The whole room was in 
the direst confusion. The old man lay on his 
back across the bed, a ghastly sight. Hisright 
arm was stretched outfover the bed, the hand, 
encrusted with dried blood, resting against the 
wall, The dagger, a curious one of old Eng- 
lish times, was recogniyed as one which the 
old planter kept hanging over the mantel in 
his room. It was buried in the man’s body to 
the hilt. The weapon with which the throat 
had been cut was a common jack knife with a 
four inch blade very sharp. It was found on 
the floor where it had been dropped by tho 
murderer. There were a number of muddy 
footprints in the room, some made with the 
bare feet, others with a boot or shoe. Thero 
were s0 many of these that it was impossible 
to tell at the time how many persons had been 
concerned in the crime, but later investiga- 
tion showed that three of the planter’s horses 
had been stolen the same hight, and three 
men were missing from that section of the 
country. The country doctor who was called 
in decided that the man had been dead about 
twelve hours, which made the hour of his 
murder 11 p.m. The assassins thus had a 
very good start. 

About one mile and a half from the extreme 

limit of the Nettleton plantation was a little 
stream called Mud Branch. On its banks was 
a common log hut, and this hut was inhabited 
by a family three in number, father and two 
sons. Their name was Gainter, father about 50 
rears of age, the sons 18 and 25, respectively. 
They were sullen, unsocial, vicious persons, 
eking out a meagre living by hunting, fishing 
and occasionally chopping wood. They came 
originally from Alabama, and lived in the Net- 
tleton neighborhood some two years. Long, 
Jank and muscular, dark browed and sullen, 
they looked adapted to any crime, and 
were rather evaded by the people around them. 
For this they did not seem to care, but on the 
contrary rather enjoyed it, and courted dislike 
as if it was a mark of distinction to be envied. 
They were seen by some negroes tle day of the 
murder, lounging about their hut at full noon. 
They disappeared the night of the murder and 
were never seen again. They passed out of 
the circumscribed existence of that place as if 
the very earth had opened and swallowed 
them up. 

Of course the negro who discovered the mur- 
der was frightened nearly out of his senses, 
Aiter one-glance at the bloody cornse he rushed 
yelling out of the house. Fortunately the over- 
seer was near by, ahd, being a man of sirong 
nerve, he soon mastered the details from the 
lips of the terrified negro, and was prompt to 
act. A messenger was dispatched for the doc- 
tor, another for a judicial officer near by, and, 
accompanied by two of the older and more in- 
te'iigent slaves, the overseer repaired to the 
bedroom cf lis late employer. His quick eye 
took in all the surroundings at once. The stit- 
fenedarm stretched out above the head at- 
tracted his close attention, and he drew near it 
fora better examination. Then he saw that 
the old planter had recovered consciousness 
after the assassins left him, thinking their 
work completed. He recovered consciousness, 
but his life-blood was flowing fastaway, He 
was too weak to get up, or to hope that his cry 
for help could be heard. Fecling his death ap- 


peer swiftly, with a last desperate effort, 


ie liad dipped his forefinger in the blood ooz- 

ing from his throat and attempted to scrawl 
upon the wall the names: of his murderers. 
There, written in blood, stared out a terrible 
witness, four trembling half formed letters— 
G-a-i-n, straggling downward in a vain attempt 
to form another. Strength had departed sud- 
denly, and the outstretched arm remained in 
its weird position, stiffened by death. Of course 
the utmost efforts were made to track and cap- 
ture the criminals, but all in vain, and as time 
wore on the memory of the tragedy became 
almost extinct. The murders got about a 
thousand dollars in gold. Stealing from the 
house quietly, but with no sense of emotion, 
they went to the barn, saddled threo of the 
best horses and rode off ata breakneck pace, 
They had their rifles and their gold. 

Aiter three months of -aimless wandering 
they happened on the locality of New Smyr- 
na, and, finding this house deserted, took. pos- 
poe of it and settled down at home. ‘The 

1ouse had been built by the Spaniards many 
years before and was built for security as well 
as comiort. The walls are of coquina and are 
Still standing strong as ever. There is a good 
Ohimney at the end. The joists overhead are 
cedar poles and run through the walls on either 
side, projecting about five feet. Upon these 
ends was probably laid an wuprer porch, or 
veranda rather. Outside of the door isa niche 
{n which stood a crucifix. The floor is made of 
cement, but large trees are growing throngh it 
now. Onthe outside wall is cut the date, 1511. 

Of course this building was in very good con- 
dition when the Gainters took possession, and 
itsoon became a favorite rendezvous forall the 
desperate characters of the coast. The family 
became agents for pirates from Cartagena on 
the Spanish Main, and reckless slayers from 
everywhere. A stockade twenty feet high was 
builtin the rear of the house, of which the 
ruins can still be seen. Here slaves stolen 
from different points were kept until arrange- 
ments could be made for their sale tothe Span- 
jards aud others. They soon became known as 
the most desperate of desperadoés, and enjoyed 
a perfect immunity from social intrusion. Oc- 
casionally one of the young men would take a 
cruise with one of the vessels that caine to the 
place, but the father never left it. 

In July, ten years after the arrival of the 
Gainters, an incident occurred which led to the 
culminating tragedy of this story. Both the 
sons were at home when a terrible storm came 
up. It began at 7 o’clock in the morning and 
lasted until 4 o’clock the next morning, subsid- 
ing as quickly as it sprung up. About two 
miles from their house a large schooner was 
stranded high and dry upon the land. The 
Gainters, heavily armed, boarded it. It had 
évidently been Bese by the crew nearly a 
week before the storm. In the hold were ien 
hegroes tied hard and fast. Eight were men, 
gue a powerfully built mulatto, the others a 
Woman and a baby, both of them evidently 
very near death. When the lashings around 
the slaves’ feet were removed they could hard- 
ly stand, but food and water, were given them 
and they recovered sufticiently to be able to 
walk to the corral, where they were driven in 
like cattle. Before leaving the boat the elder 
Gaiater shot the dying woman through the 
head, and crushed the head of the infant with 
the butt of his rifle. The mulatto begged for 
them, explaining as well as he could that they 
Were his wife and child, but, being cursed and 
struck across the face with a piece of rope, 
—— — pleading and never opened his lips

How Bonaparte Got Rid of an Obnoxious 
Friend, 
From Bourrienne’s Memoirs. 
Aware of the unceremonious candor of his 
old comrade, whose daring spirit he knew 
would prompt him to go to as great lengths in 


civil affairs as on thefield of battle, Bonaparte, 


on the great occasion of the Eighteenth braum- 
aire, fearing his reproaches, had given him the 
command of Parisin order to insure his ab- 
sence from St. Cloud. After thaf time, not- 
withstanding the continually growing great- 
ness of the first consul, which, as it increased, 
daily exacted more deference, Lannes still pre- 
seryed his freedom of speech, and was the only 
one who dared to treat Bonaparte as a comrade, 
and tell him the truth without ceremony. This 
was enough to determine Napoleon to rid him- 
se'f of the presence of Lannes, But under 
what pretext was the absence of the conquerer 
of Montebelle to be procured? It was neces- 
sary (0 conjure up an excuse; and in the truly 
diabolical machination resorted to for that pur- 
pose, Bonapart brought into play that crafty 
disposition for which he was so remarkable.

Money. 


HOW BOYS SHOULD BE RAISED 


Should+the Rod be Used in Pub- 


lic Schools. 


The first money that a boy earns is the best. 
Most every man has pleasant memories of the 
first reward he got for his own labor. I re- 
member how proud I was when I felt of and 
handled the first silver dollar that a man gave 
me for two loads of wood—wood that I cut and 
hanled myself. My father was having a new 
ground cleared, and told me I might have all 
the wood I would cut.

My good mother 
waiched ‘me from the window 
as T went andas Icame, and she was proud 
too—proud of her boy. I remeiuber the love 
that wasin her face and the watery glisten 
that was in her eyes as she looked at my silver 
dollar. and how she kissed my ruddy cheek 
and stroked my hair, and told me that it was 
honest money aiNl would last. What a world 
of fond and innocent pride there is in a 
mother's heart; pride in her children, the’r 
loeks, their conduct, their success. I kept on 
cutting wo 20d in that new groun d, and made 
more m r, but the fi rst was the best. It is 
a good Pp ae i tolet a boy earn some mo ney tor 
himself. He feels his consequence, and he 
warks with more spirit than when he is work- 

ing for his fathe r, Carl earned his first mouey 
last week by d aiiae r a chain for the survey- 
ors, and he struts around like a ‘“‘capitalist,’’ 
as Cobo Says. He has three  dol- 
lars in a leather purs e, and takes it 
out of the drawer every night and looks at it 
and handles it and shows it to Jessie. It is 
not the same kind of money that I have been 
giving him. He will get some more this week 
and will soon be bothered what to do with it. 

Ly and by he will lend it to his mother, I 
reckon, and it will slide into a carpet or some- 

thing thatis wanted about the house, and 
when Carl wants his money I will have to pay 
it, that’s all. Inever have any trouble about 
buying things—my folks are mighty kind to 
me about that. If I pay forthem they say I 
have done my share. Carlis now in the hey- 
day of his youth—the consequential stage, an‘l 
feels like he can doanything.

Some 
teachers command neither the fear nor the 
respect of the boys, and, of course. are not fit 
for their calling. Some are passionate aiid in- 
temperate and whip when they are mad. Some 
have no more consideration fora dull, stupid 
boy than fora bright, smart one, who sestns 
his lessons without an effort ora strai 
successful teacher isno ordinary p ony 
has a rare combination of superior f cult 
Every colle ze boy kno vs th is, for they 


another. ey boy who wot 1d learn w (ingly 
and gladly under Professor MeKay would be 
rebellious and sullen under another professor 
I could name. ‘Old Mack,’’ as we cailed him, 
impressed us with tbe idea that he felt a per- 
sonal pride in our advancement, as well as our 
rcod behayior, and that he attached but little 
importance to our transgress'ons of college rules 
provided there was no malicious meannessin it.

RIOTOUS NEGROES. 
The Ringteaders Captured and Put Under 
Bonds. 

RALEIGH, N.C., August 25.—[Snecial.]—The 
town of j}Fayetteville has been the scene of 
wild disorder for the past few days, which 
came very,near ending in bloodshed and a war 
of races. ‘Two negroes had been committeed 
to jail for assault with a deadly weapon upon 
a White woman. The difficulty oceurred in 
Rockfish township. The trial was had and 
accused failing to give bond, they were com- 
mitted and sent to jail in Fayetteville last 
Sunday. 

On Mondav night the jail and surrounding 
premises were occupied by a mob of negroes, 
armed with guns and pistols, led by a colored 
man, ‘lom Broadfoot, who was armed, and 
who had sent word to the negroes to meet him 
there with arms. For this the pretext was 
said to have been a wild rumor that 
the negro prisoners were to be 
taken out of jail and lynched. 
No such threat had been made. Some arrests 
were made by the military on Monday night. 
On Tuesday night the military made another 
descent upon the mob and captured several 
more. <All were jailed. The trial of eight of 
them for riotous assemblage onded ‘last nicht. 

The evidence against them on the secone 
night was very damaging, and developed thd 
fact that they were in a malignant and re- 
vengeful state of mind; that they threatened 
the officers and drew guns on them and re- 
treated into the house only when 4 
detail *of soldiers appeared. The ring- 
leaders were Broadfoot and ‘Tucker, 
and they were held to appear in heavy bonds, 
while six other prisoners could not get bail 
and are in jail.

THE PARADE FORMS, 

The parade today began to form some 
time befote noon, although twelve o’clock was 
the tinie set, and soon after that hour marched 
through the streets to escort the judge and his 
party to the train on which they were taken 
to Cheltenham beach. Prominent in the parade 
were organizations of naturalized citizens with 
mottoes such as ‘‘We Make Citizens Legally,” 
‘‘No Dynamite in Ours,’”’ and other expres- 
sions of their loyalty to their adopted country. 
Traveling men and local political organiza- 
tions, some organizations from neighboring 
towns, bands and carriages made up the rest 
of the procession. 

Judge Thurman was greeted with great en- 
thusiasm by an immense crowd that tilled the 
sidewalks down the line of march. 

AT CHELTENHAM BEACH. 

At the beach agrand barbecue had been 
prepared at which ten beeves and twenty 
sheep were served, besides car loads of other 
eatables and drinkables. No expense had 
been spared to make the day a grand success. 

Cheltenham beach was crowded with peo- 
ple. Estimates of the number range from forty 
to fiftv thousand. A stand had been erected 
in the middle of the big exposition hall, and 
around that the eager thousands crowded and 
jostled in the vain atrempt to at least see the 
speakers.

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DIDN'T KNOW HIS NAME, 


A Queer Case of Aphasia That Is Made 
Known at Lancaster. 

LANCASTER, Pa., August 22.—A remarkable 
case of disappearance has just come to light by 
the return to his old home at Strasburg of E4 
Martin, a graduate in pharmacy ofthe Uni- 
versity of Philadelphia and prominently con- 
nected in this section. Seyeral years ago Mr. 
Martin went to Florida and engagedin the 
drug business, subsequently becoming a bank- 
er. On the 22d of last January he disappear- 
ed and his next recollection of things was fiye 
days later, when he found himselfon board a 
vessel bound for Key West registered as J. P, 
Williams. Arriving at Key West, he secured 
a position as aclerk in a general merchan- 
dise store, where he stayed until six weeks 
ago, When hecame northto Baltimore. All 
the time he was totally oblivious of his former 
life. While in Baltimore he heard the name 
of Oxford mentioned, and thinking he had 
heard of the place before he went there. He 
failed to recognize anything familiar, how- 
ever, and went to Philadelphia. 

Although well acquainted in the city noth- 
ing struck him as familliar, and after several 
day’s stay he sailed for Key West, intending 
to resume his old position. On arriving there 
he was handed a letter from his brother, J. R. 
Martin, paymaster in the navy, addressed to 
‘Ed Martin, his friendsin his absence having 
found his track. In answering the letter he 
signed himself “J. P. Williams or Ed Mar- 
tin,’’ being uncertain as to hisown identity. 
Theletter led tohis return to New York, 
where he was met by friends, and he is now at 
his home in Strasburg. He failed to recognize 
his parents on his return, and has no recollec- 
tion of anything prior to January 27 last al- 
though in seemingly good physical health. 
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PRETTY RAPID WORK. 


The Speed With Which Two English. Bank- 
ers Were Sent to Jail. 

Lonpon, August 18.—The gates of Dart- 
moor prison opened this morning to admit two 
notable prisoners. In the legal jurisprudence 
of England there is no such a thing as a mo- 
tion for a new trial, a stay of execution, or an 
appeal to the superior or supreme courts in 
criminal cases. And this is why it happens 
that within a week of their trial and conviction 
two of the most prominent bankers in Warwick- 
shire are behind the bars andin prison garb- 
lor many years George Cattell Greenway and 
Helynge Greenway, father and son, haye been 
regarded as the financial kings of Warwick. 
shire. They owned banks in Warwick and 
Leamington and did an extensive sayings de- 
posit business. They also acted as trustees 
for numerous estates. Two months ago the 
banks suspended payment, and a govern- 
ment investigation lousionad the fact that 
the firm was insolvent and that it had been so 
for many years. Every penny belonging to 
the customers and depositors had been scooped 
in, trusts had been robbed and valuable deeds 
entrusted to their care had been used to raise 
the wind. Nosooner had the government in- 
spector acquainted himself with these 
facts than the Greenways, despite the 
fact that they were the leaders of 
the social world in that region, 
were clapped into jail and bail refused, 
Two weeks later they were bronght to trial. 
A jury found them guilty in half an hour, and 
the judge passed sentence of five years’ penal 
servitude on the father and one year on the 
son, at the same time ordering that on their 
release they be kept under police surveillance 
for five years. Thecase has attracted great 
interest throughout the country, and the 
prompt justice meted out to the criminals is 
generally applauded. a

The vatican, in the meantime, de- 
clines to make an exception of the new Ger- 
manemperor. The Cologne Gazette says the 
attitude of the pope represents an absolute 
abandonment of the papacy. No European 
power now cares to support its pretensions te 
be a Spiritual guide of the people. 

Despite the attitude of the vatican, Emperor 
William personally desires to see the pope. 
Arrangements have been made at the vaticam 
to receive the emperor with the usual cere- 
monies. The pope refuses any back stairs 
conference. Emperor William, after break- 
fasting at Cafferelli palace, will proceed to the 
Vatican. 

This is the stipulation which comes direct 
from the German embassy, and not from the 
quirinal. 

After the reception by the pope, the em’ 
aa will drive back to the quirinal in Kin 
fumbert’s royal carriage. It is known tha 
Bismarck has had trouble in persuading Em- 
peror William to submit to the papal cerem@d- 

nial. 
AN IMPORTANT ELECTION.

American Interests to Be Protected, 

If it was the intention of the republican 


senate, by its partisan rejection of the fish-— 


eries treaty, which has been under discussion 
in that body for some time, to throw the re- 
sponsibility for action on the president, 
they have been entirely successful. They 
have been so successful, indeed, that they 
would be glad to undo what they have done. 

The president has written a message that 
not only touches the American fheart as it 
has not been touched since the war, but he 
has exposed the shallow partisan claptrap 
of the republicans in their discussion of an 
important subject. In other words, he has 
turned what seemedto be a defeat of his 
administration intoa tremendous victory, 
and has shown himself to be equal to any 
emergency that demands the display of 
courage, candor and statesmanship. 

The criticisms of Senators Edmunds and 
Hoar seem paltry and ridiculous when com- 
pared with the dignity, the conservatism 
and the statesmaniike tone of the presi- 
dent’s message. Mr. Edmunds, imhis haste 
to display his partisanship, allowed his ran- 
corto outrun his judgment. He rose in 
his place and inquired why the president 
bad not taken advantage of the retaliation 
act passed by congress a yearago. 

Such pettifogging as this is pitiable indeed. 
It is to this very point jthat president Cleve- 
land directs the attention"of congress. The 
retaliation act is on the statute book, but it 
is an act that would prove as injurious in 
gome respectsto American interests as it 
would tothe interests of Canada. ‘This re- 
sult was not contemplated by congress, nor 
would it be at all desirable to bring it about. 

The commercial relations between the 
two countries are as intimate as those be- 
tween any of the states, and it would be 
impossible to strike a blow at the commerce 
of Canada the effect of which would not be 
felt by our own citizens. 

‘What the president desires is an amend- 
ment to orarevision of the existing law 
which will enable this country to act in self- 
defense, whenever the occasion may arise, 
without injuriously affecting the interests 
of our own people. The action of the sen- 
ate in rejecting the treaty having created an 
emergency, President Cleveland meets it 
with a promptness that has fairly taken 
away the breath of the republican parti- 
gans, Who were sure that he would adhere to 
the policy of shufliing and dilly dallying that 
has characterized the state department un- 
der republican rule. . 

The message glows with the ardor and 
epirit of American patriotism. ‘The presi- 
ident has spoken for every honest and in- 
telligent citizen inthe country. His mes- 
sage has about it the flavor of the better 
days of the republic—the days of honesty, 
integrity and courage in politics—-the days 
when the real principles of democracy ruled 
the land. 

The republican partisans in the senate, 
in rejecting the treaty, were under the im- 
’ pression that their action would embarrass 
the president. On the contrary, they have 
given him the opportunity of his life, and 
the result isa state paper worthy of Jeffer- 
gon or Jackson. ‘The message is a stroke of 
party policy because it is a stroke of state 
policy—because it convinces the country 
that there isa manat the head of affairs 
who proposes to protect American interests. 

We observe that the British journals are 
somewhat excited about the matter. They 
have become so used to the diplomatic sub- 
gerviency of republican ‘administrations 
that they are naturally somewhat astonished 
when a democratic president, compelled by 
the partisanship of a repubiican senate to 
choose between action and apathy, gives no- 
tice that American interests will be pro- 
tected. 

The London Times remarks that “‘it is 
Jamentable that amicable relations between 
England and America shouldbe jeopardized 
with a light heart for the sake of an elec- 
fon dodge.’’ Butif there is any election 
dodge in this matter it must be credited to 
the partisan republican senate, which, with- 
out any attempt whatever to modify, revise 
or reform the treaty, rejected it bodily and 
left to the president the {duty of protecting 
American interests.

The South Carolina Factions. 

teports from South Carolina are not at 
all encouraging, andit is to be hoped that 
the situation is exaggerated. There is no 
doubt, however, thatthe complications are 
very serious, and it is even hinted that they 
are serious enough to place the democratic 
party in peril, 

We do not profess to understand the situ- 
ation in South Carolina at all; we have not 
had an opportunity to study the complica- 
tions or to judge of the merits of the contro- 
versy that appears to be going on between 
the democratic factions; but there is one 
thing we do know, and that is that a demo- 
cratic division in South Carolina at this time 
is worse than senseless—it is criminal. 

Such a controversy as that which is re- 
ported to exist among democrats in South 
Carolina can have no merit whatever. The 
armers may be opposed to Governor Rich- 
ardson, and Governor Richardson and his 
friends may be opposed to the farmers, but 
itis tothe interest of both factions and of 
all citizens that the electoral vote of the 
state should be counted for Cleveland. 

Democratic division in South. Carolina, as 
in other southern states, means republican 
supremacy, and we all know what republican 
supremacy inthe south means. It means 
the paralysis of all enterprise and the in- 
crease of taxation. 

Weean understand how democrats may 
differ among themselves as to the policy or 
fmpolicy of a protective policy, but we can 
not understand how any democrat—espec- 
jally a South Carolina democrat—can put 
himself in the position of endangering the 
election of a democratic president.

An Epidemic as a Political Factes. 

A prominent Floridian who was recently 
interviewed by a Washington reporter ad- 
vanced some rather novel views concerning 
the epidemic in his state. 

According to the gentleman from Florida, 
the present yellow fever seare is a great 
humbug. ‘There are many more deaths 
every year from yellow fever in Havana 
than in Florida, and yet the Cubans do not 
get frightened. The present scare in 
Florida was started by the republican politi- 
cians to drive the white people out of the 
state, and leave the negroes to control the 
elections. They tried the same dodge four 
years ago, but it failedto work. The native 
whites remained at home. This year the 
only effect produced by the yellow fever 
talk is to cause the northern settlers, who 
are asarule republicans, to get away as 
fast as steam can carry them. This will, of 
course, increase the democratic majority. 

The Washington reporter was greatly in- 
terested and entertained by this clear and 
apparently reliable explanation of the situa- 
tion, but his account of the interview shows 
that he was not altogether convinced. With 
the daily record of events in Jacksonville 
spread out before us it is impossible to ac- 
cept the Florida gentleman’s rose-colored 
story.

Here is a list of what he 
had in his market basket: Two cabbages, one 
slipper, one screw driver, half dozen roasting 
ears, one pound of butter, ten pounds of flour;

DEAD IN HIS CELL, 


The Death of a Negro at the Stationhouse 
Yesterday. 

A negro was found dead in his cell yester- 
day morning at the stationhouse. 

The janitor pulled him out and brought 
him into the hallway, where an  in- 
vestigation was made, which resulted 
in establishing the fact that the 


negro was Abe Cobb, and that he had been 


put in the night before. He was arrested. 
Thursday night, dismissed Friday morning, 
and putin the calaboose again Friday night. A 
coroner's jury was empaneled and Mr. J. C. 
Newman chosen as foreman. They examined 
the case and returned the following verdict: 

We, the jury swornand empaneed to inquire 
into the cause of the death of Abe Cobb, now lying 
dead before us, find from the evidence adduced and 
the opinion of the county physician, that deceased 
came to his death from congestion of the brain, and 
that either the stationhouse keeper, the arresting 
officer or driver of the patrol wagon, has been guilty 
ofcriminal negligence in not having said Cobb 
examined by a physician, and in not furnishing the 
necessary medical treatment after the arrest. 

J. C. NEWMAN, Foreman. 

The arrest of the negro was made by Patrol- 
man Jennings, who sent word tothe station- 
house keeper that he would enter a case 
against him when he came off duty. He neg- 
lected to do this, however, and no casé was en- 
tered. 

In regard to the criminal negligence of offi- 
cers, as implied in the verdict of the jury, sey- 
eral officers have a word to say. 

Call Oflicer Joe Green was driving the Black 
Maria, and pulled up near the East Tennessee, 
Virginia and Georgia railroad crossing at 
Peters street. Here the negro was put in the 
wagon, in charge of a policeman. 
He had been charged with: being either drunk 
or crazy, as he had gone into a restaurant and 
tried to pull off his clothes. 

Ofticers Greene and Walton say that no 
reference|was made to the negro being sick and 
nothing was said about a doctor being called.

When the negro reached the stationhouse, 
he was taken out of the Maria, and walked 
between two men into the roam. Here he 
gave his name as Abe Cobb, and appeared to 
be drunk. He was placed in the cell, and that 
was the last seen of him until he was pulled 
out of his cell dead. He was habitually drunk, 
and was a frequent visitor to the cells of the 
stationhouse,

Against the Action of Savannah 
Authorities.

SHUT OUT FROM THE WORLD 


By a City Blackshear Befriended 
in Days of Adversity. 


BLACKSHEAR, Ga., August 25.—[Special.]— 
The Savannah News of yesterday contained 
the startling head line ‘Blackshear Shut 
Out,’’ and the story is briefly told that Savap- 
nah has done it. The cause of itis said to be 
one isolated case of yellow fever existing in 
Blackshear. Of course all the good people 
here feel sorry at having to part company 
with Savannah, and it rather startled them to 
know that Savannah’s dingy hotels and high 
prices would know them no more for some 
‘time to come, and that Savannah river water, 
mixed with something to change its color, 
would be tothem asa stranger. The people 
here are made of good stuff, however, and 
they nerved themselves to go through the 
weariness of the separation from their beloved 
forest city. 

But just about the time they had composed 

themselves here came a Ictter from the honor- 
able mayor of Savannah, saying that no 
train stopping at Blackshear could enter Sa- 
vannahb, and the climax was reached when the 
superintendent of our only railroad wired his 
agent here tosell no tickets to any point, as no 
train from cither direction would stop here. 
This letter and telegram were genuine startlers 
again, but the people here, always conserva- 
tive, didn’t go wild, butin the midst of the 
teryly startling business going on they com- 
posed themselves and returned devout thanks 
to the esteemed Savannah News for not break- 
ing allthe news onthem at one time. But 
few papers would have been so thoughtful and 
considerate, and the people here can 
to it. 
From this last crushing information the peo- 
ple have rallied somewhat and looked on with 
seeming indifference at the fast mail train rush- 
ing through. It must be confessed that some 
emotion is exhibited when the steady old 
freight trains that] have been wont to tarry 
with them so often and so long, go by without 
even slacking their steady-going gait. This 
emotion might be attributed by the vulgar- 
minded to the fact that the provision supply of 
Blackshear is going by and that rations are 
getting short; but to those who Know the peo- 
ple, a far different reason is given forit. The 
truth is the people here, having been told by 
Savannah in order to keep yellow fever out of 
Savannah, the people of Blackshear must stay 
at home and cat nothing, these humane folks 
here are shedding afew tears because they 
haven’t more homes to stay at and more pro- 
visions to see go by. Toa people less social 
than these, there might have been trouble last 
night, when a lady of this town 
desired to goup on the East Tennessee, Vir- 
ginia and Georgia road to sec her daughter, 
who was sick, and had telegraphed for her. 
Of course, she couldn’t go. 
tect-Savannah it was necessary for her to stay 
at home, and she stayed. 

Other towns that have had yellow fever, of 
course, have never fought it with Blackshear, 
but then there is no other town like Savannah 


and none that stands higher as a yellow fever | 


fighter in the estimation of Blackshear. It is 
true, Sayannah doesn’t view the yellow fever 
at all times in the same light. The view is 
different, of course, ag..the fever is differently 
located. Blackshear understands this, and 
wouldn’t dare offend; Savannah by calling her 
fickle. Now, when Savannah was invaded, in 
1876, and had to Hight at close quarters, 
the situation was different from that 
of today. Then Savannah advised 
her people to come out in the piney woods, 
anto such towus as Blackshear and be safe. Of 
course, Blackshear threw open her doors and 
said, ‘‘Come, Savannah!’’ assuring her it was 
perfectly safe for Savannahians to come, and 
even the learned doctor, who offered the 
ordinance the other night to fight the fever 
with Blackshear, is said to have been a tirm 


believer in the safety of the piney woods, and | 
then the people believed in him because his | 


advice was found true and the refugees were 
safe here; and the people came along and 
were safe.

The Story of a Serene and Sat- 
y isfactory Primary. 


The primary election yesterday resulted in 
the nomination of the Hon. Frank P. Rice as 
senator from this district by a majority of 
three hundred and two votes. 

It was a model primary. 


And the universal sentiment seems to be 


that it was the fairest election ever held in 
Fulton county. 

The disagreeable features which have here- 
tofore marked elections here were conspicuous 
by their absence. 

They were missed—but not sadly missed. 

The agreement made by Messrs. Rice and 
Hammond, the candidates, not to spend any 

money for carriages, etc., was strictly ad- 
hered to. 

The eye of the citizen was not attracted by 

big red, green and blue placards on rolling 
vehicles bearing the inscription, ‘Vote for 
Rice”’—“Vote for Hammond.” The voters 
walked quietly to the polling places in each 
ward, deposited their bailots, lingered a mo- 
ment or two to inquire how things were going, 
and then went quietly back to their places of 
business. 

The agreement not to spend money worked 
like acharm in several ways. It not only 
gaved the candidates moncy, but had the happy 
effect of keeping away from the polls the men 
who want just enough lucre to buy a drink or 
a cigar oralunch,asthe case might be—the 
bleeders who carry the votes of whole wardsin 
their vest pockets, as they say, and offer to 
throw them to this or that candidate fora 
trifling consideration. 

No, the bleeders were not there yesterday, 
and while everybody was glad of it, the elec- 
tion moved on its serene course just the same. 

The barrooms were closed. The little gangs 
of rough men who get full on election days and 
go from precinct to precinct in a state of semi- 
intoxication to take a hilarious interest in the 
proceedings—these rough fellows who are ever 
ready fora fight or a frolic, were not on hand 
yesterday. There was a refreshing absence of 
everything like rowdyism, and]if there was 
any bad blood flowing in the veins of the 
friends of the candidates, as they met and cast 
their votes, it did not come to the surface. 

The spirit of good humor was uppermost in

The first count of the vote in the first ward 
made it a tie, 281 to 281. It was decided to 
make a second count of the vote. This was 
carefully done, and it was found that Ham- 
mond had carried the ward by just two votes, 

Several things were settled. by yesterday’s 
primary. 

Tt has been steadily maintained that a ma- 
jority of the white people in Atlanta are pro- 
hibitionists, and that the anti-prohibition ma- 
jority of last November was due to thefcolored 
yote, under the leadership of Yellowstone Kit. 

The result yesterday seems to negative both 

ropositions. Early in this campaign Judge 
Ramniead distinctly introduced the prohibi- 
tion question. He made his fight on that is- 
sue. The executive committee came along 
and said that white democrats‘only shou'd 
yote inthe election. ‘That shut out the entire 
colored vote. 

The olection yesterday was a fair and square 
test as to whether the prohibitionists or anti- 
prohibitionists constitute a majority of the 
white people in this county—and Mr. Rice 
won bya majority of .c02. 

This would seem tosettle that question in 
favor of the anti-prohibitionists, 

It istrue that Mr. Rice received some prohi- 
bition votes, but it is also true that Mr. Ham- 
mond received aunti-prohibition votes. 

Honors are easy then on that score. 

It will not be denied that the anti-prohibi- 
tionists supported Mr. Rice «id that the pro- 
hibitionists supported Mr. Hammond. 

The primary settled another question, to- 
wit: that a majority of thé democrats of At- 
lanta are against state prohibition, and that a 
majority of the democrats in the county out- 
side of Atlanta are against a state prohibition 
Jaw.

THE FAIREST OF THEM ALL. 


The Story of a Serene and Sat- 
isfactory Primary. 


The primary election yesterday resulted in 
the nomination of the Hon. Frank P. Rice as 
senator from this district by a majority of 
three hundred and two votes. 

It was a model primary. 

And the universal sentiment seems to be 
that it was the fairest election ever held in 
Fulton county. 

The disagreeable features which have here- 
tcfore marked elections here were conspicuous 
by their absence. 

They were missed—but not sadly missed. 

The agreement made by Messrs. Rice and 
Hammond, the candidates, not to spend any 
money for carriages, etc., was strictly ad- 
hered to. 

The eye of the citizen was not attracted by 
big red, green and blue placards on rolling 
yehicles bearing the inscription, ‘‘ Vote for 
Rice’—“‘Vote for Hammond.” The voters 
walked quietly to the polling places in each 
ward, deposited their bailots, lingered a mo- 
ment or two to inquire how things were going, 
gpd then went quietly back to their places of 
business. j 

The agreement not to spend money worked 
like acharm in several ways. It not only 
gavedthe candidates money, but had the happy 
effect of keeping away from the polls the men 
who want just enough lucre to buy a drink or 
acigar ora lunch, asthe case might be—the 
bleeders who carry the votes of whole wardsin 
their vest pockeis, as the y say, and offer to 
throw them to this or that candidate fora 
trifling consideration. 

No, the blecders were not there yesterday, 
and while everybody was glad of it, the elec- 
tion moved on its serene course just the same. 

The barrooms were closed. The little gangs 
of rough men who get full on election days and 
go from precinct to precinct in a state of semi- 
intoxication to take a hilarious interest in the 
proceedings—these rough fellows who are ever 
ready fora fight or a frolic, were not on hand 
yesterday. There was a refreshing absence of 
everythiug like rowdyism, and]jif there was 
any bad blood flowing in the veins of the 
friends of the candidates, as they met and cast 
their votes, it did not come to the surface. 

The spirit of good humor was uppermost in 
the minds of all. 

The first count of the vote in the first ward 
made it a tie, 281 to 281. It was decided to 
make a second count of the vote. This was 
carefully Cone, and it was found that Ham- 
mond had carried the ward by just two votes. 

Several things were settled by yesterday’s 
primary. 

Tt has been steadily maintained that a ma- 
jority of the white people in Atlanta are pro- 
hibitionists, and that the anti-prohibition ma- 
jority of last November was due to thefcolored 
yote, under the leadership of Yellowstone Kit. 

The result yesterday seems to negative both 
propositions. Early in this campaign Judge 
Hammond distinctly introduced the prohibi- 
tion question. He made his fight on that is- 
gue. The executive committee came along 
and said that white democrats ‘only shou'd 
yoie inthe election. That shut out the entire 
colored yote. 

The election yesterday was a fair and square 
test as to whether the prohibitionists or anti- 
prohibitionists constitute a majority of the 
white people in this county—and Mr. Rice 
won bya majority of 302. 

This would seem tosettle that question in 
favor of the anti-prohibitionists, 

It istrue that Mr. Rice received some prohi- 
bition votes, but it is also true that Mr. Ham- 
mond received anti-prohibition votes. 

Honors are easy then on that score. 

It will not be denied that the anti-prohibi- 
tionists supported Mr. Rice and that the pro- 
hibitionists supported Mr. Hammond. 

The primary settled another question, to- 
wit: that a majority of thé democrats of At- 
Janta are against state prehibition, and that a 
majority of the democrats in the county out- 
side of Atlanta are against a state prohibition 
law. Mr. Rice carried the county precincts 
by 215 votes, and he carried the city precincts 
by 89 votes. 

The inference is irresistible that Fulton 
county is satistied with local option, because 
Mr. Rice stands on that platform. 

And inasmuch as both victors and van- 
quished agree that jhe primary was a model of 
its kind—-the fairest, indeed, that was ever 
held in the county, it would seem that the 
white democracy of Fulton to aman should 
be perfectly satisfied with tne result. 

he details of the election’are given below: 

The First Ward. 
_ As soon as the polls were opened several 
voters filed in line and quietly cast their bal- 
lots. Soon agroup of Rice’s adherents and a 
group of Hammond’s supporters were near the 
polls, each man having in his hand a package 
of tickets. For the first hour the balloting 
Went along slowly and quietly. Early in the 
day Judge Hammond appeared upon the 
secne and his friends congregated about him. 
The voters were evidently about evenly divi- 
ded. Nearly every man cast an open ballot, so 
it was easy to tally the votes as they were 
polled. The hours wore on and the voters be- 
came more numerous. This is one of the most 
populous wards in the city, and it is 
easy to get a big crowd around the 
voting precinct. It was a good-humored crowd, 
and the friends of the rival candidates joked 
With each other. The Hammond men seemed 
confident of success and talked about big ma- 
jorities for their champion. The Rice men 
were also buoyant, and from the first expressed 
the utmost confidence in the result. During 
the entire day there was not one incident of a 
Seisational] nature, There was no quarréling 
Whatever. The managers did their work har- 
moniously and there was no kicking, exceptin 
one or two cases where a person of doubtful 
olitics was required to make good his protes- 
tions of feaity to the democratic party. 
The Second Ward, 

The yoting place was in the basement of the 
county courthouse, easily accessible to the yo- 
Wrs of this ward. Much interest was centered 
in the contest here. It was known that this 
was Hammond’s stronghold, and Rice’s friends 
redoubled their efforts to develop their full 
Strength. From the opening of the polls till 
hoon voting was pretty lively. First one man 
Would cast a Rice ballot, then another would 
dropina Hammond ticket. Both candidates 
had many friends and workers who looked 
after their interests. As a citizen approached 
from any direction he would be asked by a 
dozen persons, in one yoice: ‘Have you a 
ticket 2” Ti he had none one would be quickly 
thrust into his hand.

Then came two Rice 
men. It was pretty close for the first hour, 
but Hammond was evidently in the 
lead. At the end of the sec 
ond hour Hammond was twenty 
votes ahead, The bailoting was slow and un- 
interesting. There were not more than twenty 
people around the polls at any time during the 
day. Mr. J. B. Stewart did conscientious 
work for Judge Hammond, and Bill Bonnell 

ut in many hard licks for Mr. Rice. Marion 

Ving and Amos Baker worked hard all day 
for Mr. Rice, as did also Dr. Collier. Judge 
Hammond came to this precinct once, but Mr. 
Rice did not show himself. About 4 o'clock 
Mr. Clark Howell, Jr., and Mr. W. H. Ven- 
able came up and gave the latest news. This 
was gleefully received by the Rice men and 
sorrowfully received by the Hammond men. 

Late in the afternoon Rice gained steadily 
Many of the wege workers left their work and 
came to the polis. The consequence was that 
Hammond’s majority was rapidly diminished 
until when the polls closed the managers de- 
clared that the vote was about a tie. 

Fourth Ward. 

The great fourth went for Hammond. 

It didn't start that way and it didn’t look 
that way, or the other way, until after five 
o'clock. 

Mr. John B. Redwine scored the first vote, 
and it counted for Rice. For along while it 
was neck and neck, first one ahead and then 
the other, but never by more than three or 
four votes. 

One or two sociable little bets were made, 
and the race was watched closely. 

The managers were Mr. J. A. Hunt, Com- 
missioner Stephens and Mr. A. N. Reinhart. 
The clerks were Mr. J. 8S. Owens, Mr. J. M. 
Markham, Mr. A. 8. Douglas and Mr. W. C. 
Phelps. 

The polls closed with a majority of 39 for 
Hammond. 

In the Fifth. 

The election passed off very quietly in this 
ward, and no quarreling or fighting occurred 
to marr the. good feeling manifested by each 
side. The only fight of the day was between 
two roosters, whoseemed anxious to mix in 
the election, and as the Rice rooster ‘got 
there,’’ Rice’s friends were jubilant. 

The voting commenced at 7 o’clock, and the 
first vote was for Rice, and at 6 p. m. the polls 
closed, the last yote being for Hammond. 

The Rice men took the lead from the start, 
and held it to the end. 

Atlo’clock Rice was double Hammond, 
but from that time Hammond steadily pulled 
up. 

[t was expected that the working men would 
poll a pretty solid vote for Rice, but the vote 
was pretty evenly divided. 

In the Sixth. 

The largest ward vote was polled in the 
sixth ward, at the corner of Wheat and North 
Pryor, just across from thenew Y. M. C. A. 
building. 

H ard work was done on both sides. 

The first vote was cast for Rice by Mr. Bill 
Fowler, and from that time on Mr. Rice was 
in the lead. 

The lead increased steadily and at 6 o’clock

Bermuda Grass in Greene County Propa- 
gating Profitable. 

GREENSBORO, Ga., August 25.—[Special.]— 
Every year it is more evident that the bermu- 
da grass with which the bottom lands of a 
large portion of Greene county are covered is 
becoming more and more valuable. The quan- 
tity of hay saved is increasing every season and 
the revenue brought into our county by its sale 
is becoming more extensive and important. 

This grass was once abused by the farmers 
who were wed to the all-cotton theory, but the 
stubborn,little grass held its own, and forced 
its advantage upon the farmers. When our 
planters saw they could not run it away, they 
began to make the best of a bad bargain, and 
the result has been that the bad bargain is re- 
sulting in their good. 

The Sun had a pleasant talk with Captain 
J. M. Storey on thej$subject of Bermuda hay 
the other day. Captain Storey has made it a 
study for several years past, and is well posted 
as to the money there is in it, and the amount 
~ labor and expense attached to saving the 
lay. 

it is a great grass,’’ he began, ‘‘and I look 
upon it as a God-send. It will be a salvation 
to this country yet. Itis prolific and easily 
managed, de hay gathered fromit is ex- 
ceedingly nutritious. Iconsider the bermuda 
hay the

today, and [am not alone in that belief. It is 
very nutritious—more so than any other 
known. A livery man told me the other day 
that stock liked it better than any hay sold, 
This, he said, was the only objection to it.

“It isasimple process. Itis first cut by a 
mowing machine. A machine will: cut three 
to four acres a day, requiring one handanda 
pair of mules.

I have 
a barn for my hay which I built lately. It is 
covered ; 28x50 feet and 16 feet to the eaves. A 
door opens in the end, and through this I un- 
load.

‘‘There are a number from Park‘s Mills to 
South Shoals factory. I call to mind now 
Reeves & Carlton, at the old convict farm 
Watt Wray, the John E. Jackson farm, Vase 
McWhorter, J. H. McWhorter. Colonel J. A. 
Bellups, Wheeler & Wilson, the Jarrell place, 
John Carmichael. <All have fine meadow 
lands and save a great quantity of hay. J. H.

‘There are fine meadow 
lands along Richland and the other creeks, 
and, indeed, it grows right in our gardens in 
Greensboro, but of eourse not to any great ex- 
tent in the latter. Among some of those who 
save hay from the creek bottoms are James B. 
Park, Sr., and James B. Park, Jr., Colonel J. 
H. Brown, who has one of the finest creek bot- 
tomsin the county—the McHenry place; L. 
Wilkins, lately here from the north, and oth- 
ers. They save and market the famous and 
nutritious bermuda. Mr. A. L. Bicker, of 
Greensboro, on three-quarters of an acre last 
year made $55 clear.” 

‘‘How many acres do you suppose there are 
in Greene county from which the hay is being 
saved ?”’ 

‘‘T hardly know. But I believe it would be

coiton will not average over a bale to two 
acres. A man does not make more than 
$15 profit on abale of cotton. This is $7.50 
per acre, although a great many men do not 
make a profit of $5 per bale. On the same 
amount of land a man would make at least 
eight tons of hay, which would be $80 at an ex- 
pense of $10—or clear $70—a profit of 
THIRTY-FIVE DOLLARS AN ACRE. 
Another thing, it takes a man twelve months 
to make a crop of cotton and about five days to 
gather his hay. That is the difference.’’ 

“What do you think the crop of hay of 
Greene connty will bring this year?”’ 

“At the lowest figure I put 1,000 acres with 
four tons per acre, or 4,000 tons at $10 per ton 
is forty thousand dollars. Yes, you can safely 
put it at that figure.”’ 

‘*More could be raised ?’’ 

“Oh, yes; there are hundreds of acres which 
could be made to yield large crops if the trees 
were cut off and the land put in proper condi- 
tion. Our people are salaaily waking up to 
the importance of this industry, and think 
that in a few years every acre of bermuda land 
in Greene will be in a condition for the mow- 
ing machine. It is comparatively a new in- 
dustry, and it will take sometime to get our 
people thoroughly aroused to its importance. 
One reason why this-has not been done is be- 
cause those living along the river have some 
difficulty in getting the hay to the railroad 
station. But the river will he opened in time. 
An appropriation of $3,000 recently passed 
will pas the river in good shape. There is 
small doubt but what we will get a second ap- 
propriation, giving us $6,000, the amount esti- 
mated to give us two and a half feet of water 
the yearround. A company of Augusta capi- 
talists, as I know, will put a boat on the river 
ag soon as It isopened. Then the amount of

will be inestimable. This hay will bea grand 
industry in our country within a few years, 
and is, indeed, a great one now.” : 

‘Is there not danger from overflows ruining 
the crop?” 

“Yes, but they are not near so frequent as 
droughts, nor do no more damage than they do 
to the cotton crop. In fact, I look upon over- 
flows as beneficial to the soil. The river de- 
posits a sediment which enriches the land and 
makes the next crop of hay more prolific. 
The overflows of the Oconee are

Yes, you 
may say that 1 consider bermuda grass the 
greatest thing in the country, and the man 
whose land is sodded with it, has a fortune if 
he will seize the opportunity.”

GEORGIA’S PROGRESSIVE FARMERS 


More Attention Being Paid to Buildings and 
Stock. 

ATHENS, Ga., August 25.—[Special.]—If any 
one doubts that the farmers of Georgia are 
more prosperous, progressive and enterprising 
than ever since the settlement of the state, let 
him take a trip through the coufitry and notice 
the improvements they are making on every 
hand and in every direction. More attention 
is being paid to the farm buildings, the fields, 
the crops, the stock, and vast advances made 
in the use of improved agricultural imple- 
ments. 

To within a few years ago it was the custom 
foreyen the wealthiest and most successful 
planters to house their mules and horsesin un- 
sightly little log pens, built in rows, or in 
rudely constructed barns, made from 
the same material, and 
rough boards. Their vehicles and farming 
uteusils were left exposed to the weather, or 
placed wider uninclosed sheds, where they 
were permitted to rust and decay. Their for- 
riage was carelessly thrown in almost inaccessi- 
ble lofts, roughly constructed beneath the 
rafters of the various outbuildings, or stacked 
out of doors to become the prey of the weather. 
Few farmers ever thought of preparing shelter 
for their cattle, and they wereexpected toseek 
protection from the scorching rays of the sum- 
mer’s sun. and the chilling blasts of winter by 
crouching behind some straw pen or 
beneath the friendly boughs of a 
pine thicket. The tools used in make 
ing and harvesting a crop were but lit- 
tle improvement on the ancient implements 
of agrieulture described in Holy Writ. Heavy, 
old wooden stocks, with an iron plow that 
would merely scratch the surface, were in gen- 
eral use, While the harvesting of small grain 
and hay, and all the other manner of farm 
work, was done by the slow and fatiguing 
process of hand labor. As to the cabins of the 
tenants, they were wretched structures formed 
of pine poles, notched together, the cracks be- 
tween the logs daubed with mud, and a stick- 
and-dirt chimney thatseldom reached beyond 
the comb of the roof. There were no openings 
to these huts except the door. A few ragged 
chickens and one or more mangy curs-of low 
degree completed the picture. 

In fact, there was not a more wretch- 
ed or thriftless sight than the  aver- 
age middle Georgia farm, unless 
it be the premises and ontbuildings immedi- 
ately surrounding the planter’s home. Many 
farmers erected palatial residences for them- 
selves, but the beautiful and costly building 
was defaced and disfigured byaframing of 
‘‘outhouses,”’ but little better than the huts of 
savages. It seemed never to have crossed the 
mind of the planter that he could realize as 
much pleasure and gratification from tasty 
and Bi - arranged barns, neatand trim ser- 
vant houses, and other necessary structures on 
his farm, asfrom a fine habitation for his 
family. 

But, as I have intimated, his field presented 
even a sadder picture of mismanagement than 
the premises connected withthe dwelling. 
But one idea seemed to possess our farmers, 
and that was to get as much from the soil with 
as little exertion as possible. In plowin 
a field but liltle regard was pai 
to the “‘lay of the land,” and rews were as apt 
to be run up and down hill as across or around 
the elevation in the fields. As a@ natural con- 
sequence, after being worked for three or 
four years, a field the least broken became a 
succession of washes and gullies, and would 
not pay to cultivate. Hence thousands of 
square miles of as fine farming lands as the 
south boastswe re litterally“ but-hered to death” 
by such an unskillful and willfully destructive 
mode of farmang; and but for the natural 
growth and recuperative powersof the old 
field pine, middle Georgia today would te 
almost as barrenjfas adesert. Thus by the 
decreg of an all wise Creator, the kind hand of 
nature quickly repairs the destruction and 
waste committed by the reckless children of 
the earth. Many eminent statesmen, since 
the late war, have claimed the credit and 
the honor of serving Georgia; but, in my 
humble opinion, all praise is due to the old 
field pine. But for the spontaneous wth of 
this yaluable and friendly tree, our hills today 
pone be a0 a en bare as the clifts of

these same farms, and see what changes the 
hand of time have wrought. Were one who 
has been dead and buried for a score of years 
suddenly brought to life and transported 
through his old haunts, but for familiar land- 
marks he would scarcely recognize the coun- 
try. The changes wrought in this incredible 
short space of time are indeed wonderful, and 
the march of progress still continues. These 
improvements are not so strikingly notice- 
able to a man who has_ never 
moved from his neighborhood, as to he who has 
been absent for a term of years and returns to 
his old home. To begin with, the whole as- 
pect ofthe country has been materially and 
strikingly changed by the general adoption of 
the stock law and the removal ofthe unsightly 
rail fences that so greatly disfigured the land- 
scape. Fields that were once a succession of 
washes, with all the soil carried’ off by the 
rains, have been restored to their pristine fer- 
tility and now produce the most luxuriant 
crops. <A gully in acultivated field is now al- 
most unknown. Through the means of terra- 
ces and hillside ditches farmers have learned 
to control the tlow of the water, anda worn- 
out or broomsage field is a rare sight, indeed. 
Lands are not now perished by being 
planted year after year in one crop 
that requires the destruction of all vegetation, 
but the yields are alternated so that instead of 
a fieid depreciating in fertility, itis improved 
each year. The scrawny, half-starved herd of 
cattle and the razor-backed hogs of yore have 
almost vanished from the face of the land, and 
the old fields that knew-them once now know 
them no more forever. In their stead you see 
eine on luxuriant meadows or in fields sod- 
nin bermuda or some other hardy grass, 
new and improved breeds of cattle and swine, 
that are a pleasing sight to the eye anda 
source of profit to the owner. Among ail the 
changes and improvements wrought during 
the past few years, none are more remarkable 
or gratifying than the improvement in the 
breed and condition of stock of a}l kinds. 

You ride up to the farm house and here a 
still greater revolution meets the eye. 
The large and commodious old 
mansions, once the scene of genuine old-time 
southern hospitality,are fast disappearing from 
the face of the country, and in their stead you 
see cosy little cottages or more commanding 
dwellings painted or whitewashed, and the 
grounds around them as neat as a pin, while at 
a@ convenient distance stands the barn that has 
cost as much or more than even the residence 
of the planter. The log houses, the fodder 
stacks, the rickety sheds, the dilapidated 
wagons and plowstocks that once littered the 
lot have all vanished as if by magic. The loft 
of the handsome new barn, which has been 
built and ventillated for the especial purpose 
of curing hay, holds all the forage that the 
farm produces. Beneath are —s« Weel 
arranged stalls for not only the horses 
and mules but for eattle also, together with 
room for grain, the gear, harness and smaller 
farm implements. These barns, too, are so 


constructed that one hand can, with greater 


ease and dispatch, feed the stock 
than a half dozen once did _ the 
same work. Provision, too, is made to save 
every pound of droppings from the stock, and 
thus the farmer finds himse!f possessed of a 
pile of manure worth a round sum of money 
tohim. On each side of the barn there are 
inclosed sheds and under these are kept se- 
curely protected from the weather not only the 
vehicles belonging to the farm, but all manner 
of improved agricultural implements that can 
be successfully used in this section. And just 
here I will state that farmers are making rapid 
strides in this direction, and are so preparing 
their lands, by removing stumps and terracing, 
as to be able to grow cropsat a greatly reduced 
cost. The day is not far distant when I be- 
lieve farmers will cultivate their lands for one- 
half what they now pay forlabor. This spirit 
of pride and improvement has, to a certain 
degree, seized, toc, upon the negro. The miser- 
able pole shanties with which he was once con- 
tent are fast giving place to neat frame build- 
ings, with glass windows and brick or stone 
chimneys. Farmers are finding out that a 
darky likesanice home as well as a white 
man, and thatthe best way to secure good 
hands is to erect tasty and comfortable tenant 
houses. 

I could go further and enumerate many 
other evidences that anew and gratifying 
dawn of prosperity has broke upon the farmers 
of Georgia, and that they are now in a better 
condition than since the war. They are better 
off financially, too, and every year sees the bur- 
den of debt that has solong oppressed them 

radually being lifted from their shoulders. 

‘he exorbitant ‘‘time’’ prices our planters 
were once made to pay have dwindled toa le- 

itimate profit, and the farmer who is 

nown to be solvent can buy his goods on 
credit for cost prices and eight per cent inter- 
est added. 

Of course the picture I have painted above 
does not apply to every farm by any means. 
There are still men who follow in the old 
beaten paths of their forefathers, but their 
numbers are lessening year by year. In every 
neighborhood there are more or less of these 
prosperous.and progressive men, and their ex- 
ampje spreads like the waves formed bya little 

ebble cast into a brook. I feel entirely safe 
n predicting that within the next decade the 
farmers of Georgia will not be far behind their 
New England brerhren in the advance methods 
of cultivating their fields. In the history oj 
Georgia the outlook for the farmers was never 
so bright as today. pv

HELP FOR THE CAMPAIGN FUND.

Message Widely Taiked Of—News of 
Interest to Georgia People.

thris class of improvements. In conversation 
svith the engineers your correspondent gained 
gome information relative to intended opefa- 
tions on the improvements in Georgia which 
may be of interest. 
THE ALTAMAHA. 

There ison hand for the improvement of | | 
Altamaha river the sum of £10,000, which is 
just one-third of the amount required to cot- | 
plete the project under which the engineers 
are now working. ‘This money will be used in 
building ring dams, removing bars, and con- 
structing bank revetments, at points not coy- 
ered by the first estimates. It is claimed by 
the engineers that the completion of this im- 
proyement will be highly advantageous to 
Commerce and beneficial to the community 

enerally by reducing the cost of transporta- 
tion, and by encouraging the further develop- 
ment of the timber and naval stores industry. 

THE CHATTAHOOCHEE. 

For the Improvement of Chattahoochee 
river there is available $20,000, and this will 
be expended in continuing the work of exca- 
vation upon the rock reefs between Eufaula 
and Colambus, and in the employment of the 
new snag boat for the removal of logs and 
other obstructions. It still requires for the 
completion of this improvement an appropria- 
tion of $162,228. 


THE COOSA. 

There will be spent on the work in Coosa 
river a larger sum than on any other river in 
Georgia, the amount being $60,000. This sui 
too, will do more than half the work required 
to finish the improvement as originally pro- 
Yected. The expenditures on this work have 
already amounted to over $450,000, and it 
still needs for its completion the further sum 
of $97,000. The money now available will be 
used in continuing the improvement between 
Rome and the Selma, Rome ank Dalton rail- 
road bridge in Alabama. 

THE FLINT. 

Flint river has for its improvement $20,000, 
of which five thousand dollars will be expend- 
ed between Albany and Montezuma, and fit- 
teen thousand dollars will be used below Alba- 
ny. The expenditures on this river have 
amounted to $103,086, and it will take $85,000 
to finish the work. Below Albany the work 
of cutting throtigh the rock shoals will be con- 
tinued, and between Algany and Montezuma 
the obstructions in the river will be removed 
as far as the funds will allow. 

THE OCMULGER. 

To carry forward the work on the Ocmulgee 
giver there can be used $7,500, ora little over 
fone-seventh of what it will take to complete 
tho impgovement. The expenditures on this 
river have ®Wmounted to $63,000. {t is the desire 
that the funds available shall be used in the |} 
construction of a snag boat for service on this. 
stream. There is no working plant available 

for this improvement, and if the boat is author- 
ized it will be used in the work of eemoving 
obstructions from the river channel. 
THE OCONEE. 

For the improvement of Oconee river there 
is on hand $10,000, and it will goa great way 
toward finishing the project under which the 
engineers have been working. It neetls but 
$7,500 additional to complete the improvement. 
The work done on this river, the engineers 
say, has resulted in enabling steamboats to 
navigate the river at a stage of water four: 
feet lower than that at which navigation was 
practicable before the improvement was com- 
menced, and the funds on hand will be used 
in still further clearing the channel of ob- 
etructions. 
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THE SAVANNAH. 

The allotment of 21,000 for the Savannah 
river will be spent between Augusta and Sa- 
vannah, and will enable the engineers to com- 
plete the original project upon which they have 
been working, and which has cost $72,500, and 
then to commence the work under the extend- 
ed project which ls intended to afford greater 
facilities for commerce and navigation. Under 
this new plan the engineers are of the opinion | 
that at least a depth of five feet can be seeured | 
and- maintained. 

Contributions and Politics

$10,000 to the national democratic campaign | 
committee,and altogethe® from the cabinet and 
personal friends -of Mr- Cleveland in Wash- 
ineton $150,000 has thus far been handed in.

Sowden was one of the democrats 
who vyoted against the Mills bill, and in at- 
tempting to explain his vote to his constitu- 
ency at Allentown, yesterday, he was hooted 
down by a boisterous crowd, and resolutions 
were read disapproving and condemning his 
action in congress. It is said he will now be 
an independent candidate for congress again:t 
Ermentrout, who will. be the democratic nomi- 
nee.
